After the man had been turned back the 
second time, despite his insistence he had 
an engagement with the president, that 
officer inquired of the president about the 
fellow. Roosevelt was in his library only 
a short distance from the spot where the 
officer had stopped W ellbrenner’s horse. 
He told the officer he had no engagement 
with anybpdy. W hen W ellbrenner return­ 
ed the third time the officer seized him 
and drew him out of the vehicle over the 
front wheel. The noise of the scuffle a t­ 
tracted the president's attention. He ap­ 
peared a t a door overlooking the drive­ 
way from the veranda as W ellbrenner 
was being taken into the stables, but re­ 
turned to the library almost immediately. 


W ellbrenner had been practicing with a 
revolver recently, but would give no rea­ 
son for his interest in m arksmanship, and 
to day said he could not shoot very well.

John F. Pullen, husband of the murdered 
woman, says Edson, as 
clerk 
of 
St. 
Michael’s Protestant Episcopal church, 
had forged and defaulted. 
He declared 
furniture belonging to Edson was being 
packed iip to day to be sent to Rev. Dr. 
John C. Peters “partly” to reimburse the 
church. 
The shooting, he said, w as not 
premeditated. He declared Edson attem pt­ 
ed fo shoot Mrs. Edson, first saying he 
would end it all by killing his wife and 
himself, but accidentally shot Mrs. Pullen. 


The Edsons had agreed to separate and 
were to day breaking up their home. Mrs. 
Edson spent last night with her friend, 
Mrs. Pullen. She was about to go out this 
morning when a note came from Edson, 
asking that Mrs. Pullen accompany his 
wife to where he was, Edson, his wife, 
Mrs. 
Pullen 
and Dr. David O. Edson, 
brother of Edson, met in Edson's home. 
During a conversation Edson is said to 
have turned to Mrs. Pullen and suggested 
she leave her home with him and go to 
some other state where they could be 
happy. 
Mrs. Edson was horrified. 
Mrs. 
Pullen turned away in disgust. Dr. Ed­ 
son, after sharply rebuking his brother, 
left the room with Mrs. Edson, but both 
returned in a few minutes, when Edson 
again turned to Mrs. Pullen and began to 
entreat her to elope with him. Mrs. Pul­ 
len was horrified at the suggestion and 
possessed with fear of the man ran out 
of the room. Edson, however, seemde. to 
recover his self possession and all went 
into the dining room again. A few mo­ 
ments afterw ard Mrs. Edson. who was 
1 w eak oTfirtf^rShnng from the ordeal, was 
i assisted to another room by Dr. Edson. 


A moment later, according to the story of 
a man named Woods, who was working 
nearby, Edson pulled a revolver from his 
pocket and pointing it at 
Mrs. 
Pullen 
shouted: “You m ust go with me. If you 
don't elope with me I’ll see th at you go 
with me anyway.” In terror Mrs. Pullen 
started to run from the room. 
She had 
gone but a few steps when four pistol 
shots* rang out. The first bullet tore Mrs. 
Pullen’s left cheek and the second enter­ 
ed the right side of her head, kiHing her. 


According to Woods, Edson looked at the 
woman a moment and then shot himself 
twice in the forehead and he fell, his head 
striking and resting on Mrs. Pullen’s feet. 
At the first shot Dr. Edson and Mrs. Ed­ 
son rushed to the door of the dining room, 
reaching there just os Edson shot him­ 
self. 
Mrs. Edson fell to the floor in a 
faint. 


The coroner after a thorough examina­ 
tion said it was evident the tragedy was 
premeditated; that he had found letters 
and other papers In Edson*« possession 
which showed that he. had a love affair. 


Powder m arks on the dead woman’s face 
showed the pistol had been held very 
close. 
Dr. Edson said to night intim a­ 
tions of improper relations between his 
brother and Mrs. Puijen were absolutely 
false. His brother, he said, had recently 
been acting very strangely and the family 
had become so alarmed over his m ental 
condition th a t arrangem ents had 
been 
made to have him examined by an alien­ 
ist. 

Dr. Edson declared, 
was undoubtedly committed In a moment 
of maniacal frensy.

/ “At its yards in McKinley Park 
Cformerly Brighton Park), Chicago, 
the Chicago & Alton railway has re­ 
cently installed a plant for handling 
jshes dumped from locomotives which 
use the roundhouses at this point. 
The plant, consists. of pits in two 
tracks, with a loading truck between; 
buckets running upon trucks in these 
pits, and a pneumatic crane spanning 
all three tracks. The arangemont if* 
not entirely new, having been in use 
for some, time by the Pennsylvania 
railroad. 


“Each bucket is carried upon a 
four-wheel truck and sets in a rack 
31ached to the truck. The trucks are 
run to position under the ash pans of 
the locomotives and at convenient 
times are.lifted bv the pneumatic 
hoist and dumped into cars on the 
.center, loading, .track. As the bucket 
is hoisted it is lifted off the truck 
;md when high enough to clear it is 
moved laterally to position over the 
cinder car. The bucket is dumped by 
hoisting it still further until armf 
atached to the interior of the two 
halves of the shells meet with a ring 
attached 
to the hoisting cylinder, 
which serves as a stop to trip the 
shell? of the bucket. 


“All of the movements neeesar" to 
the operation of the hoistincr of the 
buckets and the lateral travel of the 
same are accomplished by means of 
compressed air apparatus. The main 
hoist is a simple cylinder with piston 
lifting direct.. The lateral travel of 
this hoist, to move the bucket to po­ 
sition over the cylinder car is accom­ 
plished by means of an air cylinder 
wire rope and pulleys, the arrange­ 
ment of which is quite clearly shown 
in the illustrations. At the left is 
the platform for the operator, who 
controls the movement of the plant by 
means of ordinary air cocks.” 


The same sort of an arrangement 
is also used in this city by the Alton 
company.

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ILLINOIS’ PROSPERITY. 


^ ¥ho people of Illinois have savings 
a* deposit in the state banks amount­ 
in g in the aggregate to $13,475,587. 
ïlho .growth of the state banks in 
number and deposits in the last two 
years has been one of the wonders 
of prosperity which this state is en­ 
joying. 
These banks have secured 
the -confidence of the people and the 
savings departments have become a 
largo and influential factor in the 
state resources. 


The last report of thc stale banks 
to tho state auditor, who is their 
overseer, was made at tho opening of 
business on Aug. 11. The last report 
previous to that was on the opening 
of business May 21. In the time that 
elapsed between the two dates the 
number of banks had increased from 
234 to 237, a gain of thirteen in about 
three months. 
Tho loans and dis­ 
counts of these state banks as a result 
of tho greater number of banks and 
the increase in actual business had 
swelled from $196,341,203 to $202,- 
228,665, an increase of $0.887.459. 
The investments in bonds other than 
national showed a big increase of 
•3,128.925. 
The total resources of 
these banks grew from $343.004,76f 
Don May 21 to $350,981,583 on Aug. 
11, n gain of $7,976,913. The increase 
in capital stock was from $3,415,000 
to $34,570,000. The surplus fund grew 
by $2,339.957. The time savings de­ 
posits of $13,475,387 were greater 
than these of May 1 by $3,753,048, in­ 
dicating an increase at thc rate of 
more than a million a month. The in­ 
dividual time deposits in these banks 
were $100,223,464, 
an 
increase of 
$1,114,333. 


These fitrurcs, it must be remem­ 
bered, refer solely to state banks. 
The savings deposits in the national 
banks are not considered.

Only a few 
days ago1 the Chicafo itewspajpers com- 
bineg announced with flaring; headlines 
that Senator Hopkins and Billy Lêrimer 
bad called on fbe governor wlth a mes­ 
sage from Roosevelt asking hftn, Yates, 
to get off ..the ticket and abandon his gu 
bernatorlal pretensions. 
We promptly; 
said at the tim e. that the Idea was pre­ 
posterous. President Roosevelt knows too 
much to interfere in a mere matter of 
state politics and he would not do such 
a redlculous thing as to order anybody 
to run for an office that has not the 
smallest bearing on general politics. Now 
Senator Hopkins himself pronounces the 
story utterly absurb and false, having no 
foundation in fact but being coined in the 
brain of the Chicago newspaper combine. 
The other story that the candidate for 
governor must come from Chicago is 
equally idiotic. 


Chicago is hardly a Republican city. 
Its political morals are cheap and vile. 
It has not one »ingle commanding mind— 
no man with such .overshaddowlng talents 
and reputation as to command thé respet, 
of the state. The movement for Deneen 
has manifestly fallen flat. The movement 
for Lowden .does not come from Chi 
cago at all, but from the country in the 
northern f|art of the state and this rather 
as a sop to his high ambition to keep 
him from Interfering with several con­ 
gressional candidates.

We are in no way connected with the ad 
ministration, near or remote, but in the 
interests of fair play and decency, in the 
interests of good government and com­ 
mon honesty, we insist that every public 
official who does his whole duty, who 
'•nmes out of office with clean hands,

FROM THE NORTH. 


Arthur B. Fairbank dropped in un­ 
expectedly on his Jacksonville friends 
Wednesday and found them all glad 
to greet him.

Corn is raised about once 
in three years, while wheat, oats, bar­ 
ley and potatoes do admirably. The 
cheap price of land justifies large 
tracts of pasture and many cattle are 
fattened on the broad prairies or on 
the hay produced by them. Huron was 
at one time a strong competitor for 
the capital, but after expending- a 
large sum of money dropped out of 
the contest, and is addressing herself 
to solid business.

. The busy housewife who baa a taste 
but no time for embroidery, yet would 
Hke to have pretty bedspreads, toilet 
covers, screens and other dalhty things 
In her bedroom, will find a few sugges- 
tlons useful. 


An extremely pretty bedspread Is 
made by taking a new linen sheet and 
with a dinner plate and small dessert 
plate or saucer making intersected cir­ 
cles with a hard lead pencil at regular 
intervals over the spread. When this Is 
done the foundation Hues are made for 
a pretty design of wreaths, on which It 
la easy to draw flowers or leaves. 


One wreath of wild roses or another 
of daisies has a good effect. The small­ 
er circle of green leaves and the larger 
of any simple' flower is a good idea. 


When, the flowers have been sketched 
stain them the color desired with a fast 
dye. Ther^ are several dyes that will 
stand careful washing—Violet ink or 
red ink, for Instance. 


After the designs have been stained 
outline them with a single zephyr 
worsted, which washes admirably.

8TKEET DESTBOYED 


Fire Discovered in Straw Pile-— 
Flames Spread With Marvel­ 
ous 
Rapidity— Ten 
Horses 
Were Burned. 


IS GRATEFUL. 


Atliough my loss yesterday, was 
heavy, it might have been worse, and 
L am very grateful to the men who 
helped save my carriage aiid other 
property from the flames.

One of the most destructive fires 
that the city has experienced in years 
occurred Wednesday morning about 
8:80 o?clock, when the Erixon & Ken­ 
nedy livery barn *>n North Main 
street, with its entire contents, in­ 
cluding ten head pf horses, was con­ 
sumed. 


The origin of the fire is shrouded 
in mystery. It was first noticed by 
Marion Self and Alva Grimmett, two 
employes of the barn, who saw a 
sheet of flame leap up from the straw 
stored in the northwest part of the 
building. 
They immediately shout­ 
ed: “Fire!” and one of them ran for 
bucket of water, while the other 
ran to the back door of the barn anc 
called to the fire department across 
the street. 


The flames spread with lightning 
rapidity and it was soon seen that 
it would take herculean efforts to 
save even the horses, as the building 
tself was doomed. Employes therefore 
turned their attention first to the 
saving of tlie horses, there being 
ibout thirty head- in the building 
and all were stalled in that part oi: 
the building where the fire originated 
Jense clouds pf smoke baffled the 
work of rescue and the intense heat 
was driving the men back every min 
□te. The halters of as many of the 
iorses as they could get to were cilt 
and they were driven out of the build­ 
ing. 
A horse frequently acts very 
strangely in cases of fire and in this 
instance several of the animals that 
jad been cut loose from their stalls 
refused to leave the stable and stood 
in a. dazed condition until all hope of 
rescue was cut off. 


When the employes were driven 
from the stall section their efforts 
were directed toward saving the ve­ 
hicles, harness, etc., and prateically 
everything of this character that 
was on the ground floor was taken 
out. 


By this time the flames had reach­ 
ed the front of the building and a 
great.' volume of smoke and a solid 
sheet of seething flame rose fully 100 
feet in the air. It is needless to say 
that an immense crowd soon gather­ 
ed and watched the uphill work of 
Fire Chief'‘ La boy teaux and his men. 
Both engines were brought into use 
and six or seven streams were soon 
playing on the burning building. One 
engine was stationed at the fire plug 
near the Self building and thc other 
at the plug on the corner of the 
square and North Sandy street. Chief 
LaBoyteaux took in the situation at 
i glance and knowing that the struc­ 
ture was a fire trap and that its con­ 
tents were of a most combustible na­ 
ture and^ the further fact that the 
building had been re-roofed with tar­ 
red paper, he ordered his men "to give 
their attention to the surrounding 
buildings and to confining the fire as 
closely 
to 
the 
structure already 
burning as possible, and in this £he 
chief and his men were singularly 
successful.. As it was the Moore Pro­ 
duce building on North Sandy street, 
which adjoins the barn on the south, 
several times caught fire and thc Mc­ 
Kinley hotel, which adjoins the build­ 
ing and fronts on North Main 3treet, 
was also in flames. Streams of water 
were kept playing on the implement 
house of Lashmet «te Breckon, the 
Jameson blacksmith shop, Joe Gomes’ 
wagon shop and other nearby build­ 
ings constantly, and the efforts of the 
firemen were finally rewarded by see­ 
ing the fire under control.

It is the duty of Louis Pretet, official 
picture hanger of the Société des Ar- 
tlstes Francais, to distribute the can­ 
vases which annually comprise £tbe 
Paris salon throughout the rooms of 
the Palais des Beaux Arts. The jurors 
are then summoned to examine his 
work and commend or condemn, as 
they see fit. The artists are at liberty 
to appeal- to the jurors, and an influen­ 
tial artist can make trouble for the pic­ 
ture hanger. The Paris correspondent 
of the New York Tribune tells this 
story of, Vollon, one of the most fa­ 
mous living painters of still lifei - 
Vollon had painted what be consider­ 
ed as his masterpiece, a luxurious 
pumpkin, orange in color and heroic in 
size, such as. one sees nt an agricul­ 
tural show. The jurors did not approve 
Pretet's choice of a place for it. 


A second choice also was found for 
it and condemned. 


By this time the legend of the pump­ 
kin was being repeated in all the stu­ 
dios of Paris, and the leading artists 
began to look in at the su ion to make 
sure that their exhibits were not being 
Injured by an unfortunate contrast 
Bougpereau nearly fainted with hor­ 
ror on seeing the pumpkin not far from 
his pictures. 


“Take it away at once!” he com­ 
manded. “It kills my little pink ând 
white nymphs.” 


So the pumpkin was removed. But 
here Cormon objected. ‘‘It shall not 
stay in the same room with mÿ pic­ 
tures’” he declared.

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Fog Plant'd Virtue«. 


Fog fruit Is the old name of a re­ 
markable plant that is being distributed 
throughout tlie west through the enthu­ 
siastic agency of the Arizona experi­ 
ment station. This plant may have 
taken its name from the fact that it 
can exist with the mimiinum amount 
of moisture. In any event this charac­ 
teristic constitutes its chlcf value. It l.V 
not advocated as a forage plant, as an­ 
imals do not like it but its drought re­ 
sisting qualities and endurance render 
It of exceptional value in the semiarid 
western states as a soil binder. During 
the summer of last year a growth of 
fog fruit successfully maintained itself 
on an Arizona mesa for eight months 
with less than two Inches of rainfall. 
As a lawn plant, where the usual grass­ 
es can only be grown with great diffi­ 
culty, the fog fruit is a very desirable 
substitute. 
It maintains a compact 
mass of green foliage interspersed with 
small purple and white flowers, giving 
it the general appearance of a clover 
lawn. The fact that it does not require 
constant applications of the lawn mow­ 
er to keep it in presentable condition is 
another valuable characteristic of the 
plant Chief of all, however, are its 
soil binding properties, and for prevent­ 
ing the washing of reservoir and storm 
water embankments in dry regions it 
has no equal:—Philadelphia Record.

was shown that the deceased had suf 
fered an abrasion of the skin on tbe 
nape of the neck as the result of car 
rying heavy bags of -fertilizer upön his 
shoulders, and the Inflammation that 
fallowed developed into blood poison 
ing, tbe inference being that the wpund 
w as poisoned by the fertilising mate­ 
rial. 


Although it did not appear that the 
employer had been unduly careless or 
that he had Imposed unnecessary risk 
upon bis employee, the court ordered 
him to pay £156 (nearly $?60) to the 
.widow and children, o f the deceased 
workman, and as, an . appeal .was taken 
he was ordered to pay.the widow ¿2 a 
month, until the* matter was settled. 
The case is of- Interest to farmers gen­ 
erally as showing the sweeping, nature 
o f a law that would seem at first 
thought to apply chiefly to factories 
and other lines of indtistrial- effort far 
removed from the farm.—Rural New 
Yorker.
